1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious, a glass substrate machining method comprising the steps of: machining a 
glass substrate by using laser; controlling an amount of air bubbles in the glass 
substrate; and controlling a condensation of the laser in a manner that the laser beam 
is condensed into focus on an inside portion of the bubble-bearing glass 
substrate; wherein a cavity or bore is formed only inside of the glass substrate, 
together in combination with the rest of the limitations set forth in the dependent claim.
